And 
here, ſtraight after our Saviour was baptized, hee with like envy 
ſerterh on him. Chriſt therefore firſt beginnerh with the overcom- 
ming of that : and for that purpoſe he is here led forth to be remprted, 
that {o being tempted he might overcome.

Our Saviour makes this queſtion, Matt. 11. 7. upon their going 
our to ſee Fohn Baptiſt z What went yee out to ſee? As if hee thould 
have ſaid, They would never have gone out into the Wildemdſle, 
except it had beene to ſee ſome great and worthy matter: and be- 
hold a greater and a worthier matter here, If there be any thing in 
the Wierneſſe worthy the going out to behold, this is a matter 
much worthy of it. Or if there be any matter worthy the hearing, 
it is worthy our attention to heare ; not AGchaelthe Archangell, dil- 
puting about the body of Moſes with the devill, Fude 9.bur our owne 
matter, argued by two ſuch cunning adverſaries ; to ſee the com- 
bar berwixt our grand enemy, who goeth about like a roaring Ly- 
onAceking to devoure us, and our Arch-duke - for fo heeis called, 
Heb;12.2. to ſee our King of old, Pſalm.74.12; rhe payne of our in- 
herirance, and our Prince of new,or Prince by ufurpation, the Prince 
of this world, Fohn 4. 30. enter the liſts rogether ; ro ſee the 
wilſedome of the new Serpent, match the craftineſſe and fubriky of 
the old ſerpe 
combating with the roaring Lyon, Pet.5.8. It any thing be worthy 
the {ighr.it is this. 

Though there ſhould come no profit to us by the victory, yet 
were it worth the fight, in this reſpe&, onely ro behold how theſe 
Champions behave themſelves ; that ſo we may be warned betore- 
hand, by ſeeing the ſtrength of our Adveriary - and thar alto ſce- 
ing the manner of his fight, and of our Saviours defence, we may 
be inſtructed how to arme our ſelves, and how to ward accordingly. 
For let us be ſure, that ſince the Devill ſpared not to tempt our Sa- 
viour, he will be much more bold with us - If he have done this to 
the greene eree, what will become of the dry © Zuk. 23. 31. It hee 
have ſought our overthrow in Chriſt, how much more will he doe it 
in our ſelves 2 If our dayes here be but as the dayes ot an hireling, 
Fob 7.1. and our whole life be bur as a continuall warfare, 2 Tim.2. 
4. then is it behoovetuwl for us, ro have ſome intelligence of our e- 
nemics forces and drifts. Iris {aid, his darts are fiery, Eph. 6.16. 
Here we may ſee the manner of his caſting them, that to Sathan 
ſhould not circumvent us, 2 Cor.2. 11. Let us marke how our Savi- 
our wardeth and defendeth himſclte, that ſo we may be armed with 
the ſame minde,1x Pet.4.1. Let us therefore goe out into the Wilder- 
neſſeto ſee it.

bis great love towards us * As if he ſhould (exulting) ſay, What's

I. Secondly,the patty affaylant is the Devill, who is fo called,by 
reaſon of his foule mouth in detaming-for fo doth-rhe word Diabolxs 
import, whereby we have occaſion ro deteſt the finne of infamy 
and it ſheweth what name they deſerve, and how ro be eſteemed of, 
in whom thar quality is found. Saint Paw, 2 Tim. 3.3.  foretold, 
that in the latter dayes there ſhould be men devills, foule-mouthed 
men, evill ſpeakers : and 1 Tim.3.11. he' ſpeaketh of women de- 
vils, becauſe of their calumnious ſpeeches. In the tongue wherein 
Chriſt ſpake theſe words, namely, the Syriacke, the fitreſt word 
that he could finde to ſignifie the devils name, is a word that figni- 
fies Divwlgator : ſo that a publiſher of infamous reports, is good y 
riacke for the devill ; as when a man lightly conceives a reptoach; 
eicher forging it himſelfe by miſconſtruction, or credulouſly recei- 
ving it upon the report of others, and then is not ſorry for his bro- 
thers ill, Mat.5. 22. but rather in{ulteth, not conſidering, that he 
himſclte may fall inco the like temprarions, Gal.6.1. and {o becomes 

uffed up, 1 Cor.5.2. and at laſt, fals a blazing his brothers imper- 
fetions, 3Foh.10. Theſe come right ro the devils quality, rhey 
rake upon them the aberting of the devils quarrell, 

Ic is the devils occupation to defame us firſt with God, as he did 
Fob, as if he had beene an hypocrite, and had ſerved God onely for 
gaine, Fob 1.9, and fo frac he continually accuſing us, Apoc. 12. 
192, and healſo detameth God with us, as if he were a God that 
Aaaaaa 3 did 
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did envy our good, Gen:3.1.aad ſo he here detamerh God to Chriſt, 
asif he were careleſle in anags him, m ſuftcring him to be 
hungry. And fromtheſe rwo defamarions proceeds all evill what- 
ſoever, aſwell that which the Divines call Malum pane, as Fob 1. 
12. accuſing Fobgthat he would curſe God if he handled him rough- 
ly, and ſo got power over his goods -: as that which they call Malum 
calpe. For his defaming God with us, was the cauſe of all finne - 
and eve:y where ſtill we {ee he laboureth ro per{wade us, that.God 
is an unkinde God ; that ſo we may burit forth into thoſe rermes, 
This good did I get at Gods hand, King.6.33. to wit, hunger, To this 
doth he t2mpt Chriſt, verſe 3. And as to deſperation, fo ſometimes 
to the contrary, preſumption; as verſe 6. Caſt thy ſelfe downe, ec. 
by bringing us to have a baſe conceit of God, detaming him as if 
he were a God of cloutes, not to be reckoned of, as if hewere'a 
manto waite upon us, and to take us up as oft as we liſt to throw 
ourſelves downe, tha- we may fay in our hcans, as they that were 
frozen in their dregs did, Sophon. 1.2. He neither doth goed wor hurt, 
3 i all one to ſerve him, and not to ſerve him. Hetels us' (as ver. g.) 
char he will give us all this, if we will fall downe and worſhip him, ' 
as thoitgh he were very liberall in rewards,and as though God were 
aenkinde of ungratefull, not once regarding us for all our ſervice, bur 
ſuffers us even to ſtarve. , Which brought men to that paſle, as to 
lay, Mal. 3. 14. thar It is but in vaine to ſerve God,” what gaine win 
is ſervice ? It he canigt prevaile this way againſt us, then he will 
try another way: for, when (ſeeing that this temptation ſucceeded 
not ) the devill left Chriſt, he departed not for altogerher,bur wen 
£Q Come againe ( as appeateth in Luke 4.13. He departed for tine.) 
Chuiſt was too cunning for him in diſputing + he meant therefore to 
take another courſe ; tor as Fames noterh, chap. tr. ver. 14. there be 
rwo ſorts of temprations,one by inticement, as a Serpent : another 
violence, as a Lyon: it he cannot prevaile as a Serpent, he will 
y the Lyon, He had alſo another houre at Chriſt in the garden, 
the houre of darkenefle, Luke 22.53: there he bruiſed his wel 4 

IH. Thirdly, we are to confider the leader, He was led by the Spi- 
#it, In which we are to note five things : not making any queſtion, 
bur that it was the good Spirit, for ſort appeareth in Luke 4.1. 

Firſt, char the ſtace of a man regenerate by Bapriſme, is nor a ſtan- 
ding ſtill, Matth.20.6. He fownd others ſtanding idle in the market place, 
md he ſaid to them, Why ftand ye idle all day ? We muſt riot only have 
a mortifying and reviving, but a quickning and ftirring ſpitit, 1 Cor. 
£5. 45+ Which will move us, and caufe us to proceed - we muſt not 
lye (tl like lumpes of fleſh, laying all upon Chriſts ſhoulders, Phil.3. 
16. We muſt walke forwards, for the Kingdome of God conſiſts 
not in words, but in power, 1 Cor. 4.19. 

Secondly, as there mult be a ſtirring, fo this ſtiring muſt not be 
ſuch, as when a man is left ro his owne voluntary or naturall mori- 
on : wee muft.goe according as weare ted. For having given our 
ſelves to God, we are no longer to be at our owne diſpoſition or 
dixection : whereas beforc our calling, we were Gerriles, and were 


carryed 
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Carryed into crrovs, I Cor, 13.2. we wandred up and downe as ma- 
ſtexleſle or carelefle,or cle gave heed ro the dodrine of devils, r Tim; 

3.4. or clic led with divers luſts, 2 7:9,3.6, But now being become 

the children of God, we muſt be led by the Spirit of God : For fo 

many 4s be the Sons of God, are led thereby, Rom. 8. 14. We muſt nor 

be 1-d by the Spirit whence the Revelation came, Marrh.16.22.from 

whence revelations of fleſh and blood doe ariſe : - but by the Spirit 

from whence the voyce came, This « my beloved Sonne, inwhom 1 

ans well pleaſed. It came not by the ſpirit that miniſtred wite counſell, 

but by thas which came downe upon them. 

Thadly, the manner of leading, is deſcribed to be fuch a kinde of 
leading, as when a Ship is loofed from the ſhore, as Lake $, 22. it 
is called launching forth : fo in the 18, of rhe As, the 31, verſe; 
Paul is ſaid to have ſailed forth, The Holy Ghoſt driving us, is com- 

ra gale of winde, Foh.3.3. which teacherh us, that as when 
the winde bloweth, we muſt be ready to hoyſt up ſaile * ſo muſt we 
make us ready to be led by the Spirit. Our hope i —_ to art 
Anchor, Heb. 6.19. which muſt be haled upto us y and our Faith 
co the Saile, we are to beare as great a ſaile as we can. We muſt alſo 
logke to the cloleneile of the veſlell, which is our Conſcience - for, 
if we have not a _ conſcience,we may make ſhipwracke of Faich; 
Religion, andall, 1 7im.1:19, And thus are we to proceed in our 
journey towards our Country ( the ſpirituall Ferwſalew) as it were 
ſea-fating meti. A. 20.22. New behold, 1 goe bound in ſpirit 10 Fe: 
ru{alcm ; to which/journey the love of Chriſt muſt co us, 2 
Cor. 5. 14» 

Fourchly, that he was led to be tempted. His tempration there- 
fore came not by chance z nor as Flu ſpeaketh, chap. 5.v. 6. out of 
zhe duſt , or out of the earth, nor from the devill, not onely over Fobs 
perſon,” bur not ſo much as over his goods, Fob 1: 12.14. He had 
no power of himſelfe, no not ſo much as over the Hogges of the Gor- 
gaſhites, who were prophane men, Mat. 8.31. Hence gather wee 
thus comfort, that the Holy Ghoſt is not a ſtander by (as a ſtranger) 
when we are tempted, T4nqwuam oriofus [peitator , but he leads us by 
the hand, and ſtands by as a fairhtfull aſiſtant,Eſay 4.13 He makes 
an iſſue out of all our temptations, and will not ſuffer us to be tempred 
beyond our ftrength, 2 Cor.10:13. And, he turnerh the worke of fin, 
and of the devull roo, unto our good, Rom, 8: 28. ſo thar all theſe 
ſhall make us more wary after to reſiſt them : and hell ( by. fearing 
it ) ſhall be an occaſton unto us, to avoid that might bring us ro it ; 
and ſo they ſhall all be fellow-helpers ro our falvation. So thar 
temptations, wherher they be ( as the Fathers callthem ) rods ro 
chaſten us for ſinne commitred, or to tty and lift us, Mar.3:12; and 
{o to take away the chafte,the tanne being in the Holy Ghoſts hand: 
or whether they be ſent to buffer us againſt the pricke of the fleſhi; 2 
Cor.12417- Or whether they be as marters ſervifig for our exper 
ence, not onely for our ſelves,that we may know our owne ſtrength; 
Roms. 5. 34 4nd to worke patience in us: but to the devill alſo;that ſo 
his mouth may be ſtopped as in Fob 2:3: Haſt how murked my "0 
Fobz 
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ob, bow upright he ts, and that in all the world there is not ſuch an one? 
Howlocver they bee, -the devill hath nor the rod or chaine in his 
hands, burtthe Holy Ghoſt,to order them, as they may beſt ſerve 
for.his glory and our good:and as for the devill, he bindeth him taft, 
Reval0s +, + ; | 

Fifthly, by the Greeke word here uſed, is ſer forth the difference 

betweene the remprations of the Saints, and Reprobates. In the 
Lords Prayer one Perition ts, Lead us not into temptation: but there, 
the word importeth another manner of leading, thanis here meant. 
We doe not there p1ay againſt this manner of leadivg here, which is 
ſo to lead us, as to be __ us, and ro bring us backe againe, Heb.1 3. 
20, but wepray there, that he would not caſt or drive us into tem- 
ptations z and when we are there,leave us,by withdrawing lus grace 
and holy Spirit,as he doth from the reprobare and forſaken. 
-. IV. The fourth point is the end, that is, the Conflict, as it con- 
cernech Chriſt , infomuch,that he was /ed to be tempted.- In which 
temptation, Awgnſtine ſaith, Habemus & quod credemes veneremnr cy 
= "x 1d mmuemnur : There be two things tor taicth to adore, and 
ewo things for imitation to praiſe. -. RET 

Firſt; for faich, that the remprtations of Chriſt -have ſantified 
temptations-unto us - that whereas before they were'curſes, like un- 
to hanging on a tree ; now, fince Chnſt hath beene borh- tempted 
and-hanged on a tree, they be no longer ſignes'and pledges of Gods 
wrath, but favours. A man may be the childe.of God nhotwithſtan- 
Gin ,. and therefore he is nor to receive any diſcouragement by any 
of them. | | 

- Secondly; - befides' the ſanRifying, it is an abatement, * ſo thar 
now when weare tempted, they have not the force they had before: 
fornow the Serpents head. is bruiſed, ſo that he is now nothing ſo 
ſtrong {as he was ) to caſt his darts. Alſo the head of his darts are 
blunted, 1 Cor. 15.55. Death, where u thy ſting * Hell, where is thy 
wvittory ?- For 88 his.death. and reſurreftion had a mortifyine force 
againſt the o/d man, -and a quickning force toward the xew man + ſo 
hath his temptation a dulling torce ro the devill, and a ſtrengthning 
force to us.. y 

For our life and imitation, there are alſo two. 

Firſt, Compaſſion - for Chriſt knowing in what ſort we were tem- 
pted, as having felt by expenience, both how ſtrong the aflaylanc 
was, Pſal.118.13. whothruſt ſore at him that he might fall; and 
how feeble our nature is to make reſiſtance, being nothing but dvſt, 
Pſal.103.14- He is moved thereby to lay away ſeverity, and to put 
on the bowels of compaſſion. So that, Now we have not a high Prieſt 
which cannot bee tempted with our infirmities, but was tempted in like 
ſort, Heb. 4.15. So we, (which were before ſtony Judges, and too 
rough for Phyſitians ) ought in like ſort, (having beene tempred our 
ſelves ) to looke upon others defects with a more paſſionate re- 

ard. 

The {econd thing we are to imitate, Chriſt is our fe/low-hefper, in 
all our neceſſities and temptations; who, as he ſheweth us his __ 
an 
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and darts, Epheſ. 4.14.ſo he teacheth us how to avoyd them; This 
is no {mall comfort to us, when we conſider that he & with ns, and 
will be, till the end of the world, Matth. 28.2c. who hath everrome 
the world, Foh.16. 33. and the devill: if any tempration happen,thar 
he will beare us out, we may be of good cheere. This was it that 
did ſo animate Fob, Poe thou but take my part, and who ſhall touch me ? 

Fob 17.3. When as both Chriſt and we draw together in one yoke, 
Matth.11. 29. whart can hurt us « Yerif we be afraid for that we ſee 
the enemy comming ; #r us call for the helpe of our affiſtanr, and 
as it is ſaid in Pſal.68. 1. we ſhall ſee God will ariſe; ind his enemies 

ſhall bee ſcattered - they ſhall waniſh like ſmoke, and melt like waxe. 

W hen they are ready to attache us, ler us ſay,S4ve me 0 God, for the 

waters are entred even into my ſoule, Pſal. 69.1. When we are feeble, 

then let us {ay with Ezekzel, O Lora it hath oppreſſed me, comfort me, 

Ezek. 38. 14. Or though they have wounded us, let us fay with Da- 
wid, Bring out thy ſpeare, and ſtop the way againſt them that perſecute 
me, Pal.35 .3. Say yet to my Soule,T am thy Salvation. So that we have 
not onely an example, but a comfort too. 

V. The fifth point, is the day and time when this was done, in 
which we are to note two things. The word [Then] relaterh as well 
ro the end of the Chapter next going before, as ro the preſent in- 
ſtant. 

Firſt then, when as Chriſt was but newly come our of the water 
of Baptiſme, and immediately after the heavens had opened unto 
him, and the Holy Ghoſt deſcended upon him in the likenefſe of a 
Dove, and while he was yer full of the Holy Ghoſt, did the devill 
ſet upon him. When as the voyce from Heaven had pronounced, 
This is my beloved Sonne, in whom I am well pleaſad, the devill ſtrai 
addeth; in whom Iam ill pleaſed: and fo addreffeth himſclfe a- 
gainſt him. And ir is Gods property to looke for much art his hands, 
ro whom he hath given much. When he gives a man a large mea» 
ſure of grace, he gives the devill withall a large parent. Our Saviour 
had great gitts,and the devill is like a theefe, that will yenter moſt 
for the greateſt booty. ; 

Secondly, in regard of the preſent,we are to note, that in thirty 
yeares, the devill did nothing to our Saviour - but now when hee 
goes abour to gird himſelfe with our ſalvation, according to Pſal. 
45-3- then doth the devill gird on his ſword alſo, that is as much 
to {ay;as the better the worke is, the more reſiſtance it ſhall have. 

en repulſes did the 1/7 aelires fuffer, before they could get poſſefſi- 
on of the promiſed Land of Canaan: and as many did David endure 
before he was inveſted in the promiſed Kingdome. Many lers came 
before the Temple was re-edifyed, as is to be ſeene in E/dras and 
Nehemiah, Yea,({aith the devill) Hath God annoynted hm with the 
oyle of gladneſſe above his fellowes ? I will ſee if I can annoynt him 

with the oyle of {adnefle above his fellowes. Hath he beene bapri- 
zed of water and the Holy Ghoſt ? I will provide another Baptiſme for 
him, mamely, of fire. Hath God ſent downe the Holy Ghoſt upon him 
in likeneſſe of a Dove ? I will cauſe tribulation, and a crowne of

Secondly, wee will note heare?, that there 1s no place priviledged 
from temptations. As there be ſome that thinke there be certaine 
places to be exempt from Gods preſence, {as was noted in the 
dreame of Facob :) fo the Monkes and Hermites thought, thar by 
avoyding FRmpany: they ſhould be free from temptations ; which 
is not ſo. For, alchough Chriſt were alone in the Wildernefle, and 
faſting too,yet was hc tempted we ſee. And yet it is true, that hee 
that will ive well, muſt ihunne the company of the wicked, Ger. 
I9.7- 

When the Angels had brought Lot and his family out of the 
doores, they charged them not to tarry, nor to ſtand ſtill, nor once 
ro looke backe, So after the Cocke had crowed, and put Peter in 
minde of his fall ; he wert out of the doores and wept bitterly, Matth.26. 
75- his ſolitarineſſe was a cauſe to make his repentance the more ear- 
neſt, and helped to increaſe his teares : and company is commonly 
an hinderance to the receiving of any good grace, and to the exercr- 
fing and confirming us in any good purpoſe. Bur as true it is, that 
temptations are, and may as well be in the deſerts, as in publique 
places : not onely in the yalleyes, but in the mountaines, ver. 8.and 
not onely in the countrey, but even in the holy City, wer. 5. yea, 
and ſometimes full, and ſometimes faſting, yea, in Paradiſe and in 
Heaven it ſelfe ; for thither doth the devill come and accufe us be- 
fore God: we.are therefore alwayes to ſtand upon our guard. For 
in Luk.11.24. he is ſaid, tro walke through dry plates, leſt happily 
ſome might be eſcaped from him thirher : and though we could goe 
ihe could nor come,we ſhould not be free : for we carry ever 


z Tempter about with us. And when we pray to be delivered from 
temptation, it is not onely from the devill, bur from our ſelves: 
wecarry fire within us. Nazianzen and Baſil were of that minde 
once, that by change of the place a man might goe from temprati- 
on - but afterward they recanted it, affirming , That it was impoſ- 
fible to avoyd temptation, yea, though he went out of the world, 
except he left his heart behinde him allo. 
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rp  Ma'r.TH. 4-2. 
And when he had faſted forty dayes, and forty nights, hee was afterward 
hwngry. | 


SM tance. It may ſeeme ſtrange, rhar being a- 
bout ro preſent himfelfe ro the world, as 
Prince, -Prieft, and Prophet, that hee would 
make his progreſle into the Wilderneſſe, and 
begin with a Faſt: for this was cleane con- 
trary to the courſe and faſhion of the world, 
which -uſerh, when any grear marter is in 
hand, to make a Prefate or Preludiam, with 
ſome great ſolemnity. As when Solomon came firſt to his Crowne, 
he went to the chiete City, and gathered a' folemne Convent. S9 
Chriſt ſhould rather firſt have gone to Fernſalem the holy City, 
and there ſhould have beene ſome folemne banquet. Burt Chri't 
from his Baptiſme began his calling, and faſted forty dayes and 
forty nights. Thus his Faſt (by late Writers) is called the entrance 
into his calling : by the ancient Writers it is called the entrance in- 
to his conflict, 

The manner of the Church hath alwayes beene, that ar the firſt 
inſtirution, or undertaking of any great and weighty marter, there 
hath beene extraordinary Faſting. So Moſes, Dent.9.9. when he en- 
tted into his calling at the receiving of the Law, faſted forty dayes. 
So Elias, 1 King.19.18. at the reſtoting of rhe ſame Law, did the 
like. And ſo when they went about rhe re-edifying of the Temple, 
as appearcth Eſ/dres 8. 49. Sointhe New Teſtament, at the ſepa- 
ration of Paw and Barnabas, AFf.13.3. And (as Ferome reporteth ) 
Saint Fohn would not undertake ro write the divine worke of his 
Goſpell, untill the whole Church (by Faſting) had recommended 
the fame unto God, 

So likewiſe, ar the entrance intoa Conflict, for the obtaining of 
ſome ViRtory, as Fehoſhaphat did when he overcame the 4murites, 
2 Chron.20.3. So did Heſter when ſhe went about the deliverance 
of the Jewes, as in Eſter 4. ver. 16, And Fvſebzns reporteth, thar 

when 
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when Peter was to enter diſputation with S:mov Magus, there was 
Faſting throughout the whole Chuirchi ly. Whether ar che 
entrance into a Cilling; ot ro' reſiſt the devill, Saint Peters rule; 
mentioned in his firſt chapter and: fifth verſe, ought to take place, 
we mult uſe Prayer and Faſting. And as at all times weearc'ts uſe 
watchfullneſſe and care e: ſotheneſpecially, when we looke 
thar the devill will be 'mioft buſic ;_ | and the rather, for that in ſome 
caſes there is no dealing without Faſting, as Marke 9. 29. there is 
a kinde of devill that will not be caft our, without Prayer and F4- 
FLUE 
F As for the number of daycs wherein he faſted, jhſtforty ; Curio- 
ſiry may finde it ſelfe worke enough ; but it is dangerous ro make 
Concluſions, when no _— appcareth; Some ſay, there is 
a' correſpondency betweene theſe forty dayes,and the forty dayes 
wherein the world was my by the Deluge: Bur it is better 
to ſay, As Moſes faſted forty dayes at the inſtitution of the Law,and 
Elias torty at the reſtauration ; ſo Chriſt here. And becaule hee 
came bur in the ſhape of a ſervant, hee would nor take upon him a- 
bove his fellow-ſervants. Contrary to our timcs, wherein a man 
is accounted no body.,exceprt he can have a quirke aboye his fellows. 
Bne it is more material! 
rather to be adored by admiration, then to be followed by api 
imitation. | 

This Faſt here, was nor the faſt of a day, as that of Peref atd of 
Cornelias, Atts 10.9.30. but ſuch as Luke 4. 2. deſcribeth, ' Hec did 
eate nothing all that time. Saint je? the Baptiſt, rhough his life were 
very ſtri&, did cate Locuſts and wilde Honey, Matth. 3.4. Ours is 
nor properly a Faſt, buta provocation of meates ; and therefore 
there can be no proportion berweene them. Bur as # is; whar is to 
be thought of ir £ Socrates and Irenews record, that art the firſt, the 
Church did uſe to celebrate bur one day in remembrance of Chriſts 
Faſt, till after, the Montaniſts (a certaine ſet of heretiques, who 
thereupon are called Excratite ) raiſed i to fowrereene dayes, the 
zeale of the Clergy after increaſed it to forty, after to fifty : The 
Monkes brought it to fixty, the Fryers to ſeventy , and if the Pope 
had not there ſtayed it, they would have brought it to cighty, and 
ſo have doubled Chriſts falling, When the Primitive Church ſaw 
the Heretiques (by this ourward ſhew) goe about to diſgrace the 
Chriſtians, by this counterfeit thew of holineſle , they uſcd italſo - 
but (faith Aug»ſtine and Chryſoſtome) they held it onely a poſttive 
law, which was in the Church to uſe or take away, and not as any 
exerciſe of godlineſſe. 

Onely a doubr reſteth now, becauſe of the hardneſſe of mens 
hearts, whether it were better left or kept. Some would haveab- 
Kinence uſed, and one day kept forthe Sabbath, bur left ro every 
mans liberty, what time and day, and tyedto no certainety - but 
thar were (upon the matter ) to have none kept at all. Notwith- 
ſtanding, the Reformed Church (as that of France) have uſed their 
liberty in removing of it, for that they ſaw an inclination in their 


people 


,. to ſee how.it concerneth us; Ir is _ 
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people to ſuperſtition, who would thinke themſclves holyer for ſuch 
taſting ; like the Phariſees, - Luke 18.12, The Church wherein we 
live, uferh her liberty in retayning it, and that upon good realons- 
for {ith God hath created the fiſhes of the ſea for man, and giveth 
him an intereſt inthem alſo, Ger.9g.2. as well as in the beaſts: Sith 
the death of fiſhwas a plague wherewith God plagued Pharaoh, and 
ſocontrariwiſe the encreate of fiſh is a bleſhng - - God will have fiſh 
to be uſed, * ſo that he may have praiſcs as well for the ſea,as for the 
land,Pfal. 104-25. | 
If we looke into the civill reaſon, we ſhall ſee great cauſe ro ob- 
ſerveit. See Numb.15.22. the abundance of fleſh that was conſu- 
med-in-one moneth. The mainetenance of ſtorethen is of great im- 
rtance, and therefore order muſt be taken accordingly. Feruſa- 
had fiſh dayes, that Tyr«s,and ſuch like, living upon Navigati- 
on, might have utterance for their commodities, Nehem.13.16.(for 
Tyrus was the maritine City, till after Alexander annexed to it ano- 
ther Ciry,and made ir dry.) | We 
The Tribe of Zabulon lived by Navigation, Gey.49. 13- which is 
2 thing neceſſary both for wealth, 2 Chron.g. 20. and made Solomon 
richer than any other King, and alſo for munition,as Eſay 2 3.4-that 
Tribe therefore had need of maintenance. And therefore our Church 


-nd Common-wealth have taken order accordingly, and the rather, 


forthat our times requir? it : ( for the times that forbad marriage 
and the abſtinence of meates, 1 Tim, 4.3.) There is more feare of a 
pottingerfull of glurtony,than a ſpoonefull of ſuperſtition. This is no 


Faſt,bur a change of meate. 


Verſe 3- Then cameto bimthe Tempter, &Fc. 


Before we come to the particular temprations, we have foure ge- 
»—nerall points to be conſidered. Firſt,the changing of the devils 
name, from dcvill to Tempter : Secondly, thatir is Taid, Hee came 
wnto him : Thirdly,that he came when he was faſting: Fourthly,the 

diverfity and order of the temprarions. | 
I. Firſt,in Fam.1.13.1t is faid,that God rempreth no man; and yer in 
Deut.13.3.it appeareth, that God doth tempt ſome, we muſt then make 
a difference - betweene Gods temptations, and the devils. The 
devill indeed tempteth us, bur God (as our Engliſh tranſlation hath 
ir.) tryerh us. The latter is to commend us, Roms.3.5. or rather that 
ourtribulation may bring forth gone and patience hope, Rom, 
4-3. It makes us know that to be in our ſelves, which before wee 
knew not, as we ſee in Fob. So the Lord proved the 1ſraelites, to 
lee if they loved him or no, Dent.13.3. The devils temptation is to 
know our corruption - for knowing the innacency of Adam, hee 
went aboutto corrupt him. Iris like the 1ſrachtes proving of Manna, 
to try concluſions. Gods is like the tryall of gold, 1 Per.1.7. which 
the oftner it is tryed, the purer it waxeth : the devils, like that of 
Manna, which ſtinketh and corrupteth by tryall. Gods is like che 
tryall of the fanne, Matth. 3. 12. thedevils like that of the ſcive, 
Bbbbbb Luke 
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Luke 22.31. which lets goe the flower, and keepes the branne. 

II. Secondly, the devill hath rwo fhapes y in the one, he rempt- 
eth and allurerh, (and in that he came now to our Saviour : ) in the 
other, he aſſayleth us, that is, by afſaulr and violence, Epheſ. 6.11. 
The firſt is the temptation of hypocrites, Matth.22.18. Shall we pa 
tribute to Ceſar ? The ſecond, of Fadas, who in the garden ala 
ted our Saviour, Fohn 6.70. So Saran fets on Chniſt by violence. 
He came unto Chriſt by caſting ſparkes of fireinto him ; for hee 
was devoyd of any wicked and vaine thoughts comming forth of 
him. | 

Two wayes may 2 man be tempted : either by doubrs ariſing in 
our hearts out of us, Luke 24.38. or by a {op entring into us, Fobs 
13-27. Chriſt could nor be rempted the firſt way: for he was de- 
voyd of any wicked and vaine thought, comming forth of him. To 
us the devill needs bring bur a paire of bellowes, tor he ſhall finde 
fire within us -- but ro Chriſt he was faine to bring fare ro0. 

III. Thirdly, he then came to him when he was faſting, which 
diſcovereth the devils deſperare boldacfle, as alſo his craftineſſe, in 
that he waited his time, to ſtay till he was hungry: Notwithftand- 
ing, Chriſt was newly come from his Baptiſme, -and was full of the 

Holy Ghoſt, and even now in his exerciſe of mortification; yet had 
the devill co ras o to ſet upon him. There is no place ſo holy, nor 
exerciſe ſo good, as can reprefle his courage, or give a ſtay to the 
boldneſſe of his attempts: as we'ſee,  Marke 4.14. The word'is no 
ſooner ſowne, but Satan comes immediately, and takes it-our of 
their hearts : which muſt needes be done in the Church: © For the 
word is our, before they be out of the Church : ſothat hee is not 
affraid of hearing the word, bur can abide it well _— yea, ber- 
ter than many. And though they carry the word our of the Church, 
he will waite on them home, and choake the word with cares, and 
riches, and voluptuous living, like the ſeed that fell among thornes, 
Touke 8.14. | c | 
And no more doth he care for the exerciſe of prayer : foreven 
then immediately after the repetition of forgiveneſſe, when we have 
made even with all the world, when God hath forgiven us, and 
we others ; then doth the devill give us occaſion to ſay, Lead ws not 
ith temptation, as ſtanding by there ready to tempt us. 

And as little cares he for the Sacraments : for preſently after they 
had received the Sacrament, and ſang the hymne, Chriſt tels them, 
they ſball all be offended in him that night, Matth. 26.1. Thus we ſee 
his courage ſerves him atall times, —_— is able toquailc ir. 

As this —_ not ro diſcourage the children of God, having ſo 
faichfull anafliſtant to take their part - ſo it giveth them this cavear, 
chat they be atno rime ſecure, bur alwayes to keepe a {ure guard. 
Saint-Bernard in the middeſt of a Sermon was, ſolicited to vaine- 
__ becauſe be thought he pleaſed his auditors, and thereupon 

rake offhis ſpeech, and turnad it to the devill, ſaying, Now propter 
re hoc 5 caprum eft ,, nec proptcy te,ner in te finitur. 

And as he is couragiaus, ſo he is ſubtle : for norwithſtanding his 
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eager defire, he ſtaid rhe firreſt. time, wherein coſiſterty a. chiete 
point of wiſedome. So when he tempred Eve, he fſtaid rill her huſS 
band was away, and till he could ſhew her the fruice 'which was {0- 
pleaſing to the eye. So when David lay with Bathſheba, Vriahs wites: 
he tempted him 1n: the evening, and after his ſleepe, 2Wam.rr.15i a 
very fit time for the purpoſe. So when they were a{lcepe, the enemy: 
{owed tares,Matth.13. in © 
And.Aas he is waryin chooſing his time, ſo is he as cunning in 

chuſing'the meanes, obſcrving the diſpeſitions of men. For wan- 
ron and voluptuous men, he hath the daughters of Moab, a bayte 
fit fortheir humors, whereby ro rempr them to idolatry, Nawb:ts5 
1. For men ſecure and carelefſe,he hath a net thar ſufficeth rothrow 
over them, (2 Tim.2.26.) and ſnare them in; For others, that haye 
more care to ſeekeand n_ into things, , hee hath quils to blow 
cher up, as knowledge which puffes up, 1 Car. 8. 1. Yea, eventhe 
beſt things'can he make ſerve for his purpoſe, and to be occaſions 
of remprartions; ſo thar he may finde berter enterrainemenr, for the 

ood exerciſes {ake that come with him. ' He: will come ſomerimes 
Trowided inthe neceffity of narure, as here; for when a man is hun- 
gry,nature requireth fomewhavto aſlwage ir. '£ 

Prayer, no man doubteth to be a godly exerciſe ;/.yer. thereby he 
rempred them that loved to pray in the Synagogues,and make much 
babling;' and repetition, Matth. 6.5. 7. Inlike ſort doth heabuſc 
the name of good counſell, as tn Peter ro Chriſt, Aſarth. 16. 22; 
who-'(as a Fiend ) wiſhed him to ſpare himſelfe, and live out his 
time. © bs | | 

Thus can he put on a faire ſhew, the ſooner to beguile : and for 

ood reaſon, for it he ſhould come unmasked in his owne likenefle, 

e would be rejected, as if Fehoram the King of 1ſrael had come 
himſelfe wirthout Fchoſhaphat,El:ſha would nor have looked on him- 
ſo by a good prerence, the temptation ſhroudes and infinuates- it 
{elfe; otherwiſe, it would not be looked on. 


IV. Now we are to conſider the diverſity and order of the rem- 


ptations,and then will we handle them. parcicularly. And firſt we 
are ro norte, that though there are but theſe three recorded, yet he 
endured divers others. His whole life was full of remptations, as 
may appeare by Luke 22.28. Ir is ſaid, Lake 4.2. that he was temprt- 
ed forty dayes of the devill, whereas theſe three remptarions here 
ſer downe, were not till after the end of forty dayes. Theſe onely 
are mentioned, burthere were other aor written, as divers of | his 
mitacles are unwritten,Fohn 20.25. Onely, ſo muchs+was written as 
was expedient. | 
Theſe three are a briefe Abridgement of all his temprarions: As 
it is true that Pas! ſaith, that Chriſt reſembled Adam, and was made a 
quickning ſpirit, a5 Adam was a living ſoule, 1 Cor-15. 45. And the 
bringing of the children of 1ſrae/ our of Egypt, by being called out 
of Egypt, Matth. 2.15. So may Chriſt and Adambee compared in 
theſe three temptations. Forthey both were tempred with concu- 
piſcence of the fleſh, concupiſcence of the eye, and pride of life, t 
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Fih# 2.16. In Adam the devill firſt brought him into a conceite;rhat 
God enyyed his-good: As we ſee Faulconess put hoods over.Hawks 
eyes, to make them more-quier and! ruly. Secondly, he Jutles han 
on to-4protd conceit of himſelfe, by perſwading him that by earang 
he ſhould be {ike God. Thirdly,he ſhewerh the trwr, which was plea- 
fam. So in Chriſts temptation - Firſt, he would have brought him 
tro murmure againſt God - Secondly, to preſume : and thirdly, ro 
commir Idolarry, all which are fer downe in the 1 Cor. 10. 5,6,7. 

verſes. And'undertheſe:three heads come all temptations, Num. 14. 

& 21. & Exolltes 33. 

. To ſ{orne of theſe extreames will the devill ſecke to drive one. Firſt, 

by diſtruſt he will ſeeke ro drive us to uſe unlawfull meanes, for the 
ining of neceflary things, as bread is when a man is hungry. Or 

if we be1n no ſuch want, that that tempration cannot rake place, 
then (through ſuperfluity) thee will tempt us tro wanton and unne- 
ccflary deſires, as to throw our ſelves downe, that the Angels:may 
take us up - and having prevailed ſo farre, then hee carryeth us to 
the devill and all. A# thi will I give thee, there is his { Ad : ] Fall 
downe and worſhip-me, there is the devill with it : ſo that (in this re- 
ſpeR) it may well be ſaid, that The way of 4 Serpent w over a flone, 

Prov.z0.19. He goeth ſo flily,thata-man ſeeth him in, before hee 

can tell what way, or how he got in. Firſt, he wraps himſelfe in 

neceſlity, and thereby windes himſelfe in unperceived,then he brings 
us t0.make riches our God. 

Now lets ſee his darcs. The firſt is, of making ſtones bread 7 
This may well be called, The hungry Temptation, The ftreame of the 
DoGors, make Adams offence chi ſinne of Glutrony : bur Baer 
chinkes, that this temptation is rather to be referr2d to diſtruſt gnd 
deſpaire. There is finall likelihood, that one ſhould finne in gluto- 

cating bread onely. The devils defire was onely, that the 
ſtones might be turned-into bread, and that after fo long a Faſt - 
-and then, if the temptation had beene ro Glutrony, Chriſts anſwer 
had beene nothing to the purpoſe, the Devill might well have re- 

«ax againſt the inſufficiency of it. - For gluttony 15 to be anſwered 

y 2 Text willing ſobriety : whereas this Text which Chriit anſwe< 
xeth by, containeth rather an afſertion of Gods providence : and 
tn our Saviour ſhould have ſcemed very unskiltull im defen- 
ding himſclfe. The tempration therefore is to diſtruſt. 

This ſtandeth well with the devils cunning in fight : for by this 
he ſhooterh firſt even at the throate, and ar that which is the life of 
a Chriſtian, £0 wit, his faith z as a man would ſay, Ingulwm petit, e- 
ven at that which overcommeth the world, 1 Fob» 5:5. He tempred 
bim to ſuch a diſtruſt, as was in the: 1ſraelites, Exed. 19.7, when 
they asked if God were with them,or no ? So he made Adars thinke, 
God caxed-not for him - ſo here the devill premiſeth a doubt co 
ſhake his faith, wherein Chriſt made no doubr, $ fil;ius Det ex. 

- Indeed you heard a voyce ſay, you were the beloved Sonne of God, 
bur are you ſo indeed? or was it not rather a deluſion « You ſee yon 
are almoſt ſtaryed tor want of bread: well, would God have ſuffered 
you 
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you {oro be, if you had beene his Filiws dilefus 2 Noyou are ſome 
unger-ſtarved child, So Luke 22,31. Chriſt prayed; that Peters 
faith might not faile. It was that the devill ſhot at.” He is a roaring 
Lyon, ſecking to dcvourc s, whom we muſt reſiſt by faith, x Per.5.8; 
Ir is our Faith that he aymes at,1 Theſ.3.5.; For having overthrawne 
that, diſobedience ſoone will follow. Having aboliſhed the ſabliſh- 
er of the Law, Rom.3.31. the breach of the Law mult needs follow;He 
hath rhen fit time to ſer us aworke, about making ſtones into bread: 
char is, to get our living by unlawtull meanes. Firſt, -ſhipwracke of

The devill here fecing !hjm in great want and hunger, would 
chereby bring in doubr , that he was not the Sonne of God , which 
is not 4 good argument. For whether we reſpe& thenaturall to- 
kens of Gods favour, we {ce they happen not to the wiſeſt and mett 
of beſt and greateſt knowledge, as appeareth in Zecleſ.9.11r. or the 
ſupernarurall favourof God. We hal ſee Abraham forced to fiye 
his Country into E Wa tor famine, Ger. 10. 12. So- did Iſaac, 
Gen. 26.1. And Facob likewiſe was in rhe ſame diſtreſle; Gen. 43.1. 
Notwithſtanding that God was called, The God of Abraham, Iſaat 
and Facob ,, yer were they all three like ro be thunger- ſtarved. Yea,. 
not onely ſo, bur for their faith many were burned and Roned; 
whom the world was not worthy, Heb. 11.37. So fared itwith the A- 
poſtles, they were hungry, naked,andathirſt,x Cor.4.11. But what 
doe we ſpeake of the adopted Sonnes of God, when as his-owne 
naturall Sonne ſuffered as much, nay, farre. more £ Here we ſee he 
was hungry ,alſo he was weaned with travaile,and fainhe to reſt, Fohxu 
4.6. ke had no houle to hide his head in,whereas Foxes have holes.

He Heathens have obſerved, that in Rhetoricke ir' is a-point of 
chieteſt cunning, when you would out-face « man,orimportune 
him to doe a thing, co preſle and urge him with that, which he will 
not or cannot for ſhame ny to bein himſclte, As by faying,if you 
haveany wit, then you will doe thus and thus : if you be an honeſt 
man or a good fellow, doe this. $o here the devill (not being ro 
learne any point of ſubtilty ) comes ro our Saviour, ſaying, 1f how 
be the Sonne of God, (45 may be doubred, you being in'this caſe ) 
then, make theſe ſtones bread. No,no, it followes not : a man may be 
the Sonneof God, and nor ſhew it by any ſuch Art. So when P#- 
late asked, who accuſed Chriſt 2 they anſwered, 1f he had not beene 
a malefattor , we would not have brought him before thee, Fohn 18. 30. 
They were jolly grave men, it was a flat flattery - and in Fohn 21. 
23. there is the like. This ought to put us in minde, when weeate 
tempted in like manner, that wErake heed we be not out-faced. 

In the matter it ſelfe, we are to conſider theſe points : Furſt, the 
devill ſers it downe for a ground,that(follow, what will) bread muſt 
needs be had. Therefore Chriſt firſt cloſeth with him. Admit he 
had bread, were he then ſafe 2 No, We live not by bread onely : {othat 
bread is not of abſolute neceffiry. Well, what tollowes of that ? 

Bbbbbb 3 Bread 
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Bread you muſt needs have, you ſee your want, God hath lefr off 
ro provide for you. Then comes the conclufton, Therefore ſhitt for 
your ſelfe as'well as you can. Farſthe ſoliciteth4is ro a murinous re- 
Ppining within our ſelves, as Heb. 3.8. Harden not your hearts, as in the 
day. of temptation,re. whereby he forcethus to breake out into ſuch 
like conceites, as Pſal.116.11. 7 ſaid in my diſtireſſe that all men be ly- 
ars.:-and Pſal.31.22. 1 ſaidin my hafte, Tam caft off. Thus clo{ely 
he diſtruſted God, indaying, his Prophets prophefie lyes,- till ar 
laſt, we even open our mourhes againſt God himſclfe, and fay,Thrs 
evillcommeth fromthe Lord : ſhall T attend on the Lord any longer ? 2 
Kings 6.33. Hunger and ſhame is all we ſhall get at Gods hands. 
And ſo caſting: off God, berake themſelves to ſome other Patron, 
and then the devill is fitreſt for their rurne. For when we are fallen 
out with one, it is beſt ſerving his enemy, and to retaine ro the con- 
trary faction. Then we ſeeke a Familiar (with Saul) to anſwer us, 1

not the Father, Matth. 7. 6. and therefore depend no longer on 
him, bur ſhift for your ſelfe. This is the tffe& of the devils argu-

The Fathers upon the words, Epheſ.6.16. (Take the ſhield of farth, 
to quench all the fiery darts of the devill ) doe note, that about every 
one of the darts or remprations of the devill, there are ( as it were) 
bals of wilde fire. For being to affaulr our obedience; and knowi 
thar faich-is our ſhield : to char end he uſerh the arrow head, whicl 
is, diſtruſt in God, about which is fire; to wit, the ufing of unlaw- 
full meanes, to conſume our 'obedience, 'which' will conſumeour 
ſhield of faith, and ſo make way for the dart to killor wound us.

Ncgarively, thatthe cauſe of error 
is the not knowing of them, Marke 12:24. David ſaich, ic was that 
that. made hinywilcr than his enemies; than his reachers, and than 
the Ancients,:#/a.119.98.99. & 110.; Knowledge 'of the truth, is 
the way to amendment aftet a fall, 2 Tim.2.26. There is much cal- 
ling now adayes for the Word, and others finde fault as faſt," that 
it is no better harkned unto. For as the want of obedience, and all 
other abuſes. { which are ſo much cryed our! againſt) proceed not 
onely.from the not h:aring of the Word, but afwell'from the not 
mingling of :faith with «, ;(without which mixture, it is nothing 
worth) 1t/profiteth nor, Heb.

The like pohcy we read of, 1 Sam. 13.19. when the Philiſtims 
had taken awayall Smiths and Armour, then they thought they 
were. ſafe. So'inthe time of darkenefle, the' devill might ler them 


. doe their pod workes; and what they liſt, and-yet have them {bill 


under his lure: that he might offend them at his pleaſure, that had 
no armour'to reſiſt him.

Aſa dyed for all 
is Phyſitians that were abour him, 'So if it be asked, Arc there no 
horſes nor chariots in Gilead s We may anſwer,waflike victory con- 
fiſteth not in warlike furmiture onely, but in remembring the name 
ofthe Lord God; ?Pſal.20.7. A horſe is a vaine thing to ſave,with- 
out the power of this word. And ſo when a 'man thrives nor, or 
proſpers not in his: aftions , it is not often for want of labour or 
care : Pſal.127.1. els him, Except the. Lord build the houſe, &c. Au- 
guſtine adviſeth his Auditory to beleeveitin 1ime, leſt ( by wofull 
experience) they finde it to be true; when as they ſhall have ſuch 
a conſumption,: that no meate ſhall doe them any- good ; - or ſuch a 
dropſie, that no drinke thall availe- them. The power and vertue 
of this wordiis called, The ſtaffe of bread, Levit. 26.26. and it is 
meant of a chiefe ſtaffe, ſuch a one as. is ſer in the middeſt, to beare 
all the Tent. ' Fhe plaineſt imilitude I can uſe, to make you un- 
erſtand the force thereof is this > When we goe ro/Phyſicke for a- 
ny difcaſe, weare bidden feeth fuch herbes in running water, and 
then to drinke the water, we know « is not the water which hel 
eth;' but the decoRion'ofinfuſion. So-itis not the” bread (conſide- 
red barely in it ſelfe) that nourfherhus, but the vertue and grace 
of the word jnfuſed into it, (We are not therefore to ſticke to the 
meanes, like the Glutron, Zuk. 12. 19. but to pray for this bleſhng, 
And to this end, God (in the eſtabliſhing of nature) hath rhereour 
reſerved foure ſpeciall prerogarives to his Word.

1.6, faith, Mer 
eate much, yet have not enough , drinke much, but are not filled: Thisis 
the firſt prerogative.

The devill on the other fide, labours by all meanes poffible ro quenck

{elfe ro pur ir our, even that very thing whereby it was to be main- 
rained : as indeed it will,” if we powre out too great a ity. Or 
ifhe canno: quench it, either with water or oyle, he will ſee it he can 
blow it up with gun-powder. As, ſeeing the water: of diſtruſt will 
not extinguiſh his faith,. bur that he would truſt in God : he endea- 
voureth now by Scriptures (that magnifie the providence of God;

23. thatis, 
trom beneath; not from above : who fell from heaven like light- 
ning, Zuk.10.18: So that howloever in outward ſhew he may ſeem 
to betriend us, yer this is his inward intention and ſcope. As the E4o- 
mites in time of the proſperity of the Iſraelites, pretended grear good 
will ro them : bur in the day of their great calamity, they weie _

- Wherein firſt we are to note; that rhe devil teadeeh Þſalmes, ob 
wetlus we, and hath the:words of Scripture in his mouth. And 1 
$am2B.. he counterfcited Samacl dd right,” and ſet the very words 
thac he had uſed, that chey con!d\novknow- hint from” Sane 6 
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make Sawl deſpaire : and here he uſerh Davids words to cauſe pre- 
ſumption, and to make them our bane. And not every Scripture: 
bur if there be any Scripture more full of heavenly comfort than an- 
other, that of all other will the devill abule , as indeed the Pſalmes 
arc; and of all the Pſalmes, this 91- eſpecially: and in thar part, if 
any one ſentence be {weeter than another, that of all other will the 
devill abuſe. Marke the ſecond verſe here cited : Hee ſhall give his 

charge over thee,to keepe thee in all thy wayes. Thele laſt words 
<6 devil leaves out, becauſe they make not for his purpoſe. They 
ſhall beare thee intheir hands, that thou dafh not thy foote againſt a ſtone. 
And we ſhall ſee nothing can be ſpoken more comfortable: as firſt, 
in that it is ſaid, that the Angels have charge over us i Our 
wayes, Exod.23.20. Behold, I ſend my Angel before thee, wm, oo 
in the way ,, and to comfort, and confirmeus. As when Facob was 
in feare of his brother Eſas, the Angel mer him, Gey. 32.1. andro 
defend 
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defend us in all dangers, and ſuccoour us in all neceſſities, ipreading 
their wings over us, and pitching.their tents about us; Pſal. 34. 7. 
Secondly, this charge not onely concerncth our head and principall 
members, but alſo onr' feet : yea, Gods (providence reacheth even 
to.tho haires, of our head, forthey are numbred, Mat.

ad ſpeaketh of, js coupled withjudgement, Pſal.101.1. I will fin 
mercy and judgement to thee, 0 Lord. and Pſal.85.10. Mercy and Trut 
are met together, Fuſtice and Peace have kiſſed each other. Thus, 11ay, 
they ſhall have mulicke all the way, and tf any art the height thinke ir 
agreat way downe: no (faith the devill) you need bura jumpe from 
your baptiſme into heaven,you ſhall-need no ſtaircs at all. 
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Feſus ſaid unto him, It is written againe, Thou ſhalt not tempt the Lord 
thy God. 


Onſidering that Saint Fames ſaith, Chap.g.s. 
The Scripture ſpeaketh nothing in vaine: and 
that as our Saviour Chritſt ſaith, Fob» 10. 35. 
No Seriptare can be diſappointed, it may ſeeme 
ſtrange that the devill comming armed with 
The Sword of the Spirit, (for fois the Wotd of 
God termed, Ephef.6. 17.) Chriſt gives not 
place, bur oppoſcth himlelfe ro anſwer. We 

| ſcethat a meſſage comming in the name of 
the Lord, this very name abaſhed Nehemias, (Neh.6. 10.) at the 
firſt hearing, till he perceived it was contrary to the Law of God;' 
and ſo came not from him :'-which here we ſee to be the cauſe, why 
Chriſt doth nor yeeld by-and by, upon the hearing of the Word,bur 
ſets himſelfe to make an{wer : forſomuch as the word is not of, 9uja 
dicitur onely, but Quia creditur, as Auguſtinenoreth,” If there be not 
the mixtureof faith with it, (whereof Paw ſpeaketh, ' Heb.q.2.) it is 
nothing worth. And therefore the bad ſpirit was nothing abaſhed 
or daunted arthe heating of the bare names of Feſws 'and Pani, AF. 
19.15. but anſwered, I know them, but who are ye © They did not be- 
leeve, and therefore could doe them no , but were wounded 
rhemſelves'- glorious names would not ſerve the turne, -So was it 
here uſed without faith. When the Scripture is here urged againſt 
one, a man would thinke- it were not to be anſwered by citing and- 
ther place of Scripture, but by fome tradition of the Elders; Mark. 
7.1. or ſome glofſe, or other ſhift ; but we ſee our Saviour anſiver- 
cth here no other way burby Scripture. Becauſe,the Wookte'tomes 
ſometimes diſguiſed in a ſheepes Skinne, it is no-reaſon that therefore 
the very ſhould lay away their fleeces :-- fo here; becuſe the 
devill uſeth the Word, as rtheſlaying Letter,” 2 Cor. 3.6, oras the 
fword to killmen with; ' tis no reaſon why Chriſt may not chere- 
Dddddd fore 
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fore uſe it in his owne defence. Why then (will. ſome {ay) one of 
theſe rwo inconvenencies Willtolows that-heieby we ſhall thinke 
the Scripture is of the devils fide, aſwell gs of Chriſts fide, and fo 
divided. 8s in like ſort they-make @ divifion-of - Chriſt, when'one 
haldswith Pawl, another with 4poles, 1 Cor.2.13, No, it is not {o, 
Chriſt alledgerh not this Scripture in that ſort, as one nayle to drive 
out another : bur by way of harmony and expoſition,” thar the one 
may make plaine the meaning of the other, For, albeir the devill 
ſhewerh himſelfe to be the devill, in citing "that Text ſo, as mighr 
beſt ſerve for his purpoſe : in that, whereas the Pſalme whereout he 
raketh it,harhijt thug; That he yurght Reepe #ims 51 all hiswayes, which 
words he Jeaverth ogt. For if he had cited that, he could net there- 
by - have enf&rced any caſting downe:” For the” Angels have no 
charge over a man, bur in his wayes z and from the top of the Pi- 
nacle there was no way, but downe the ſtaires on his feete. He 
was not ( relying on the Angels) to caſt himielfe downe with his 
head forward. - But the deyil)-hath a wreſk.to makethe ſtring ſound 
high or low, as he liſt, or if that will not ſerve, he hath a racke to 
ſtretch them out, as ſome did Saint Pauls Epiſtles, 2 Pee. 3. 16. He 
can ſet them.on the tenters, to prove, that downe the ftaires, or 0- 
ver the bartlements, all 4s one, the Angels ſhall ſafe-guard him. 
Though rhis (Iiay) be the devils corruption, which the late wri- 
rers have well {pycd -- yer. Chriſt (we ſee) 1s not willing to take ad- 
vantage of that, bur uſeth a wiſer courſe, for ſo are we to thinke, 
that he went the beſt way to worke; that is, the conference of Scrip- 
ure with Scripture, which Chriſt here practiſeth, and commenderh 
unto us. | 
- In every Art, all propoſitions ate nor of a like certainty,but ſome 
be grounds and principles, fo certaine, as that no exception is to be 
raken againſt chem. From them are others derived,by a conſequence 
called DedudFipn , not {0 certaine as the other; from thele againe o- 
thers, to zhe'twengieth hand, Sois it in Divinity, Chriſt here re- 
duceth the devils argument and place, to a place moſt plaine ro be 
confeflcd. - For the Jewes valuing of the meaning, had to conſider, 
that God fed them with Mana, which they knew nor to teach them 
that Ataz liveth not by bread onely, Dent.

Secondly, we heard, that the devils allegation 
was taken our of the 7ſ«/me, and one ofthe moſt comforrabſk places 
of the pſalme., Chriſt, by not ſtanding in Diſpuiation abour the 
words and meaning of the Texr, commendeth ro us the ſafeſt and 
wiſeſt way to makean{wer in ſuch. like caſes. Qur Saviour would: 
warne us,that the 91. Pſelme is nor fic marter for us ro ſtudy on,when 
weare on the toppe of the Pinacle : he therefore chuſeth aplace ofa 
contrary kind, to counterpoile himſclte ſtanding in thar fickle place. 


The Law (we know ) is a great cooler to preſamption. If one tam-- 


per much with the Pſalmes, being in.cale of confidence; he may 
make the fire roo bigge. Faiths the fire which Chriſt came to pur 
on the earth, and it 1s ſeated berweene two extreames, Diſtruſt, and- 
Preſumption. Diſtruſt is as water toir, which, if it be powredon in 


abundance, it will make it to be ſmoaking flaxe, or utterly quench | 
ir. Preſumption (on theother fide ) is as Gunpowder to it; which 


being throwne intoir, it will blow it up, and make it flye all about 
the houſe. Chriſt was to take heed of over-heating his Faith. Zu- 
ther upon the Galatians ſaith, the g1. Pſalme is no meete ſtudy for 
many mens humours in our dayes: they had more need of a corro- 
ſive, to eate out the ſore from the roote and botrome. |

There is an humour in man, that we areall given unto by zarure z 


to be marvellouſly deſirous to try concluſions in matrers that are rare 
and unknowne unto them; contemning things common, 4nd to be 
fond after m__ novelties. It was told them as plaine as could be, 
that they ſhould not reſerve ofthe Manna till morning, and they nee- 
ded notto hayereſervedit ; they had freſh every day - and yet for- 
ſooth, they would needs keepe it, if it wete bur for an experiment 
ſake, ro try whether it would ſtinke or no; Exod. 10.20.:And though 
they were forbidden to gather on the Sabbath day, and on the Ec- 
ven had enough tor two dayes, and it was told them, they _ find 
none; yerthey muſt ncedstry. Whena thing cannot be had with- 
gut great difficulty , ic is our manner to have a vehement longing af- 
ter it : as when David was ina Hold, and the Garriſons of the Phi- 
liſtims were in Bethlem, then being thirſty; no water would ſerve 
his rurne, bur thar in Berhlem, 2.Sam 23.15. But — 
men had broken into the hoſt of the Ph;;times, and had brought him 
df it; he cared norforir, X aepiol art 22: 
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11, Forthe ſecond, we are to know, that where neede is (as the 
Heather ſpeaketh) rhere a man may commit himſelfe to the provi- 
dence of God, and rely upon him. For we have heard, rhat where 
the meanes faile us, God hath yet in ſtore his foure Prerogarives - 
therefore when it comes to a:dead lift (as we ſay) then to have a 
ſtrong confidence {n God, is thanke-worthy : and it is rhe practiſe 
and pro | of Faith, ro {ay wg oma AM braham, When he faw 
ps ds that even on the hill God will provide, Gen. 22.14» 
When our enernies are behinde us, and the red Sea before us, then 
to looke for a way through the Sea, and ro expect Marra out of 
heaven, and water out of the Rocke, is much worth. So our Sa- 
viour, when he and his company were in the Deſert, where no 
meate was 10.1 be had, fed rhem miraculouſly : but being neare to 
the Towne where they. might have it, he dilmifled them. When

the Wilderneſle, and the water in the bottle {penr, and ſhe in grear 
heavineſſe, then God comforted her from heaven,Ger.22.17. When 
the 1/raclites were in the Deſert, then they had an Angell to lead 
them, *Exod,22.20. When Shadrach, Meſhach, and Abeanego, were 
caſt bound into the fiery Furnace, then Gog ſent them an Angell to 
be their deliverer, D4n.3.25. And fo when Daniel was throwne in- 
tothe Lyons den, (not when he put himſelfe in) God ſent his An- 
gell ro ſtop the Lyons mouth, Dar.6. 22. 

When we are deſert zndeſerto, and all meanes faile, it is time 
rotruſt in God, as Fob did. Our converſation therefore muſt be 
without covetouſneſſe , and wee muſt bee content with thoſe 
things that we baye ; for he hath ſaid, He will not faile us, nor for- 
fake 5, Heb. 13.5. This is out of the compaſle of tempring God, 
antthis is as much as the Pſalme could warrant him to looke for. 
Looke upon it, and you ſhall ſce, . that it expreſſeth ſuch dangers, as 
could not be prevented by mans care and induſtry.” As, Fas the 
ſnare of the hunter, ver. 3. who uſeth to lay it ſo as we cannor ſee it 
tq ayoyd it, Verſ.5. Thou ſhalt not feare the arrow that flyeth by day. 
AnArrow (we know) will reach a man farre off, before he be a- 
ware. And.ſo throughout the ?ſa/me, they are things out of our 
defence, therfoxe they had need of Angels helpe: but when we have 
meanes to helpe our telves, Gods omnipotency is for the time diſ- 
charged. Emtichus that tell our of a window by heavineſſe of ſleepe, 
was reſtored to life by Paul, A&.20.9. This then is Chriſts anſwer.

16.1. where many miracles were 
daily done before their eyes, and where (though they: had never ſo 
many more ) yet they would not have beleeved:oh him: Such 
were the Scribesand Phariſees, that for every triflvig'occaſion, they 
m::ch/have a figne from Heaven. Thus: ro grate upon Gods omnij- 
potent providence, is ſawcy malepertneſſe. For ordinary matters; 
there be ordinary meanes to ſerve our turnes : and forextraordinary,

Now therefore, 'to neglect the hearing of the Word, or when he 
commeth to heave it, to clap downe in his place, without defire or 
minde to beare it away,tbereby to be berrered in his life z and with- 
our purpoſe after by meditating 0n t, to chew it, and fo to kindle 
a fire within himſelfe, whereby it may be digeſted, and turned in- 
to the ſubſtance of the minde : this is to tempt God. Soalſo, ro 
beare a greater.countenance, and make more ſhew of holincſſe,than 
indeed is in one, is to lay a greater yoke on himſelte than he need; 
as At+.15.10. isa tempting of God, Againe, he that finneth muſt 
looke for evill to follow, Pſal.-91. 10. He therefore that ſinnerh, 
and yet thinketh to eſcape puniſhment, rempterh God, They that 
by often experience have found, that ſuch and ſuch things, have 
beene to them occaſions of finning, and yer will preſume to uſe the 
ſame againe, rempts God. And thoſe which ſet up their Idols in 
their heart, and pur the ſtumbling blocke of iniquity before their 
face, EFech.14.3. and thinke not they finne, ſuch tempt God. He 
that comes to aske forgiveneſſe of God, and will not pertorme the 
condition of the Lords Prayer, that is, Forgive others, temprs God. 
Generally, he that ſeeketh for good of God,and will nor performe 
that which he is to doe ; or doth evill,- thinking to eſcape icot-free, 
without endevouring to avayd or reſiſt it, both rheſe tempt God - 
and to theſe rwa, may all ather be referred. |

6.17. but when he 
was in Sawaria, '( a'ftrong walled City.) then when the King of 
Iſrael (env to ferch his head, he faid ro thoſe which were wich him, 
Shut the doore; 'ver;32. . Chiift - in the Wilderneſſe mixaculoully fed 
many: inthe City he ſent his Diſciples ro buy meate, as John 4. 
8. Inthebeginning, when the Goſpel was publiſhed, there wan- 
ted ſufficient mer for the purpoſe - the Apoſtles had the power, as 
appeareth As 8.29, rhat on: whomſoever- they laid hands, he xe- 
ceived the holy Ghoſt, and/was ſtraight able and mcete ro Preach 
the Goſpell -- but after, every-man to his ſtudy, 1 Tim. 4-5, Theſe 
things exer(iſe,&1e, We ſee, that notwithſtanding Pow! was tald by 
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an Angell, tbat there ſhould be no loffe of any mans life in the ſhip, 
yet he cauſed the Mariners to cut the ropes, and to caſt Anchor, A#,

V.. Now follow the reaſons why we may not tempt God. There 
be two forts of tempting, the one, byignorance, the otherby un- 
beliefe.. It is the manner of Chirurgions, when they are to drefle 2 
wound, and know not how farre, nor which way it goeth, rotent 


' it : Inthe ſame manner is God (after the manner of men,) ſaid to ' 


rempt usz ſometimes to prove what is1n our hearts, and whether 
we will keepe his Commandements, Dew.6.2. as he did the Ifrac- 
lites forty yeares. To this end, he both wade them hungry, and fed 
them with Manna. We ſometimes tempt God, as if thearme of his 
power had received a wound, or his eye a hurt, as if he could not 
helpe or diſcerne our wants as well as before, becauſe he brings us 
not water out of the Rocke, Numb. 20. 10. but ſuch miracles now 
are not agreeing with his will, which content us. He will have mey- 
cy on whom he will have mercy, Rom. 9. 19. And we muſt nor deſpiſe 
the riches of his bounteouſneſſe, and patience, and long-ſuffering, which 
leadeth to Repentance, Ram..2.4. The Lords hand is not ſhortned, that he 
cannot ſave nor his eare-heavy , that it cannot heare : becauſe he doth 
not reprove us, we thinke hins like us,Pſal.50.19. When God holds 
his peace, wethinke is rongue is cut : But 1 will not alwayes hold my 
peace, faith God, Mat. uit. Bur how ſhall 1 know this, ſay men 
now adayes ? as Zacharias knew his wife. was with childe, Luk. 1. 
18. who. (when he would not beleeve the Angell that told him 
{o, but would needes have a figne,)was ſtricken dumbe. Behold 
thou (halt be dumbe till the day. Here is a figne for incredulity : he had 
beene as good have beleeved without a fi 


ne. 
The ſecond kinde of tempring, prockederh of over-much famili- * 


arity, when as we thinke 'we may be bold with God, and that he 
will cake it in good. part, and therefore we will put him to ir, *(as we 
ſay :) we will try both him and his Angels, what mettle is in them 
and what they.can doe. - We are to thinke upon:the name of God, 
as of a heavy and weighty thing, that is, not upon every {mall oc- 
caſion tobe taken up and removed. Weare not to accompt it as a 
feather,” that we may lightly tofſe up- and downe at our pleaſure , 
and everrſ1 are we ro eſteeme of the mercy of God. It is not to be 
advocated upon every vaine trifle, for' that were to'uſe God as we 
are wont to uſe our Juglers. Come an, let us ſee what you can doe, 
ſhew us a 'miracle, ſay they, Exod. 7. 11; Sq Herod delired to ſee 
chef, that hemight fee ſbme miracteof him, as in Zab.' 13.8. Ir 
is 2 heavy caſe when men ſtand thus affeted roward God + when 
afte s, in'Luk. 22; 64.- they blind-folded hins, and bade him vead 
who ſtrucke him, We ourſelves would not beſo uſed, we could not 


enduretofee our friends uſedſo: how much lefle we to uſe 
Godinthat manner ? eſpecially, that artrebute, quality, or pro- 
perty 
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"perry of God, which ofall others, he would have to be moſt mag. 


nifyed, that 1s, his mercy */He muſt needs take it very. hainouſly 
to {ee thar abuſed, fince (of all the reſt) he makes moſt accompr 
of it. Howſoever he could be 'contenr ro ferve, yet would henot 
be a ſervant to.our ſinnes-in/any caſe, Zſay 43. 24. eſpecially not to 
be made a packe-horlc (if I may ſo ſay) for our ſinnes, to lay load 
on, even till his backe ake.. He ſaich, Amos 2.13, that hee wpreſt 
under us, 45 a cart is preft that is under ſheaves. Let us not make a 
dung-cart of Gods mercy, let us forbeare him that ſervice of all 0- 
ther. "6 


VI. The fixtis, that none of theſe Domrnum Deum tum, neither 
Lord,nor God, nor that he'is thine, are fit arguments to prove, that 
we may preſume upon him. :'The devill belike had perceived, that 
there was ſome acquaintance berweene Chriſt and God; and per- 
adventure had ſaid unto him; You may be bold with him, and with 
his Angels, What? he is your Father, and ( as Cefars daughter 
anſwered) that though he torget himlelfe to be Ceſar, yet doc not 
you forget-to be his Sonne. "No faith Chriſt, theſe be no good ar- 
guments to make one preſume. As tor Dominus we will all grant (I 
am ſure) there'ts {wall matter of preſumption in that. In Dems there 
may be ſome more colour * {bur yet very little. It is no good dea- 
ling with.one that is mighrier than our ſelves, leſt he happen nor to 
take it in good part, (bur fall.ro earneſt, and ſo we feele the ſmarr. 
We were-not beſt to make {port with Sampſon,leaſt he pull the houſe 
abour our eares, and'ſq make us pay dearely for our paſtime. Paul 
faich,' Doe we provoke the-Lord to anger ? Are we ſtronger than he? 1 
C0r.10.22; If we will needs tempt, we were beſt tempt with our 
matches. 'There is no dealing with fire,. for it will burne all thar 
roucheth it, Heb.1;7. bis Angels and Miniſters are aflame of fire : 
bur Heb.12. 29. it is ſaid,0ur God i even a conſuming fire, Indeed, if 
he were like Dagon the Phil;ſtims god, he-might be ſer up and taken 
downe,and we might breake his necke and hands at our pleaſure: bur 
being the ftrong and mighty God of Hoaſts,we were beſt rake heed 
how we deale with him.

After a while ye fhall 
ſee me, and after a while you ſhall not ſee me : 1o {auth the devill allo, 
After a while you ſhall not ſee me, and againe, after a while you ſhall ſee 
me, Whichrteacheth us this Ieflon ; thar it is not caough to have 
prevailed againſt his temptations twice orthrice, and ſo become fc- 
cure; but we arealway to ſtand upon our guard, knowing how the 
devill will ſucceffively,every turning of a hand,be with us ; and that 
while we live, we never be at reſt with him : or it he tempt us 
not, we ſhall bein as bad or worſe caſe. For ſo long as the Lord 
left other Nations among the Iſraelites to prove them by, and to 
be prickes to their ſides, .it went well enough with them, Fwudg.

but when they began to live in ſome ſecuriry (having for the moſt 
part ſubdued them) then grew they ro mutuall diſſention. Ir is the

But you are not {o to take ict, as though it were 2 
thing ſimply ill ro behold ſuch rhings, or to looke an x cup-boord 
of plate, or to ſtand on a Pinacle, it is dangerous, bur no finne , e- 
ſpecially, ir is unfit for an unſtayed,and anungovernedeye: Thete- 
ore Lot and his wife were forbidden tolooke backe at the deſtrufti- 
on of Sedome,Gen. 19.17.

- So'thart as Ferome {aithy''Pre auri ſacrd fame n1- 
hil ſacrum. The defirethereofalſo is fo'untatiable, rhar it is like the 
dropfie; whichgrhe'moreliquour is miniſtredrto it,theinore it thirſt- 
eth ; it as perperuall and unnaturall. The leffe time a man hath to 
live! and ſoneedesthe leffe ; rhe more he covets to abound. Theſe 


.rwo doe never waxe old , of all vices, gray haires doe never grow 


- ontheſe;'Vhis is the baite the devill laid for Chriſt, and layes 


for youth,:-and'mindes laſciviouſly given, he layes a baite on live 
fleſh ; 'ro cholericke merry tv marters that may encreaſe 
cheir wrath ,: for melancholy, he laies baites'of envy : and fo for e- 
very one, according to their naturall inchnations and humours,ſuch 
tes as may entice them ſooneſt. Which if he can get them once 
toſwallowls hooke that is within, it 'will hold them ſure enough, 
and by his'line he will draw: them to hun when he lift , fo that he 
cates not to-lerthem play with the line: then, though hee goe to 
rwemy Sermons; it is no matter: with an \Apple he caught 4d 
and Eve, and all their poſteriry: Well; wemuſt be as children, wea- 
ned from his world, _ e6ns 4 _ weeping with it, Pſal.131.2. 
Gen.27.38. When Eve was an Miſtreſſ: of all the world , yer 
becauſe there'was a Godſhip, a higher degree than hers, ſhe was not 
coment.'.

27. 2 Sam. 15.4. Every one hath this conceit of himſelfe, that he 
is worthierto beare rule, than they which are in authority : not ſo 
much as the filly Fur-buſh, bur it thought it ſelfe a fit perſonto make 
a King, F«dg.9.15. and the Thiſtle would have the Cedars daugh- 
ter marryed to his ſonne, 1'K:ng.14-9. The Spider, a filly poyſon- 
full rhing; will yet be in the top of the Kings Palaces, Prov.

2#s would have bought the Holy Ghoſt with money ; the devill 
therein tempted the Apoſtles with Simonie, Simvorm was bur the 
rrunke,chrough which the devill ſpake, 44.8. 

Againe,there be ſome that will ſay; they were never tempted with 
Kingdomes - It may well be, for it needs nor, whenleſle will ſerve; 
Ir was Chriſt onely, that was thus tempted : in hum lay a Heroicall 
mind, that could not be alluwed with {mall matrers. Bur with us it 
is nothing ſo; we cſteeme farre more baſely of our ſelves; wee ſet 
our wares at a very eafie price, he may buy us even dagger-cheape, 
as we ſay : he need never us ſo high as the Mount, the Pina- 
cle is highenough , yea, the loweſt in all the Towne would 
ſerve the tarne.Or let him but us to the Leads or gutters of out 
owne houſes, nay, let us bur in our window, or in our 
if he will give us but ſo muchas we can there ſee, he will temper us 
throughly,we will accept it, and thanke him tov. He ſhall not need 
to come to us with Kingdomes, one Ki is too much, whar 
fay ye torhalfe a one * Mark.6.23. No, will the devill ſay,.' I will 
give ye halfe a one 2 It he would come to-us but with thirty pence, 
Maith,26.15. Tam afraid many of us would play Fedas. Nay,leſle 
than ſo would buy a great ſort, even handfuls of and peeces 
of Bread, EZek.13.19. and Prov. 28.21. Yea, ſome will nor ſticke 
a buy and (cllthe poote for a paire of ſhooes, as Ames fpeaketh, 

hap.$.6. 

When he commeth then to. tempt ns, hemay abate a great deale 
of this thar he offers Chriſt , he may ſtrike our @0-0m:4 and Hac roo, 
and inſtread thereof pur in Hoc, and ſay, Hold, ye ſhall have this to 
worſhip me, I will give ye no more, I feare me we will make ſhore 
worke, and take it, Hoc aliquid, a matter of halte a crowne or ren 

oares, a paire of ſhooes, or ſome ſuch trifle, will bring us on our 

ecs tothe devill. Is there a pretty commodity to be had. Ir makes 
no matter for breaking faith and promiſe. This is that that makes 
the devill ſo good a husband and thrifty, and to goe neere hand : 
what need he give more, when ſo little will ſerve « Whereas,if we 

. Wil ſtand hucking wich him,we might ger a great deale more, 
In this cemptation (as inthe former) there ts borh fire to conſume 
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our faith, and a'dart to wound our conſciences. The fire is the mo- 
tion of diſcontent, that God is either a poore God, not able ſuffici- 
entlyroreward thoſe that ſerve him : or elſe an unkind God, that 
will not reward the dutics that are performed by thoſe that ſerve 
him. By this we come to lay : Who « the Almighty, that we fhowld 
ſerve him ? Fob 21.15. The wicked are they that proſper and en- 
creale in riches. I have cleanſed my heartin wvaine, for daily have 1 
beene pmniſhed, Pſal. 73. 12. Then this dart makes us weary of well 
doing ; and then followes, that we will ſerve the devill. Being dil- 
content with Gods ſervice, we undertake the ſervice of his enemy : 
he requirethnothing bur a lictle falling downe,and then if Si»zoz ſhall 
come, and require any unlawfull thing at our hands, we are ready 
(with Fudas) ro meete with him, and ſay, What will ye give me, and 
Twill doeit ? Matth.26. 15. though it be ro the betraying of Chriſt. 
The devill here opens his meaning in this Temptation plainely, (7hat 
he would have him fall downe and worſhip him ) with a bare and: bold 
face : before, he came diſguiſed, and ſpake in Patables. His mea- 
ning is not-when he ſaith Dabo, ro give them, bur to barter or ex- 
change onething for another. Ir is no gift, bur a flat bargaine : men 
uſe not to account ir a gift, except it be without rendring batke ci- 
ther money or ſervice. | If he render here ſervice backe, he may well 
thinke Thaveſold my f{oule for Hoc aliquid, Matth. 16. 76. He may 
thinke, as Eſau ſold his birth-right for a meſle of patrage, Heb.12.16. 
fo hath he ſold-his ſoule,his burth-right,and an : forwe were 
EY 9 a price, 1 C#r:7. 23. the ſame great high Prieſt re- 

us all with his blood.: . No finnes are fo carefully to be ta- 
ken heed of; as theſe, that have annexed to: adoration, donation : he 
hath Malum with a. joynter. If he ſhould have caſt himſelfe downe 
froni the'Pinacle;here is all he ſhould -have had - they would have 
calkr ofit,and-/have wondred awhile ar it. 

- Well, we muſt be thus perlwaded, that God is as well able and 
willing ro reward us for any fervice,as the devill,and better roo. Ic 
is he indeed thar rcigneth: over the kingdomes of men, Dar.5.21. 
and placethim them whoi pleaſeth him ; but when he giveth or diſ- 

ſeth,” hegiveth indecd freely., exacting nothing backe againe, un- 
[eſſe i be fucti _ as hewere to have without any ſuch gitt: 
ſuchrhings as are due of meere right, without any ſtipularian or hire, 
Fam.1.5. The devils Dabs; is, as Offices and Parſonages are given 
amongſt us; that is, as uſually {old as horſes in $ mithfield, Bur if we 


could be content to give indeed, ler that heroixxall minde that was in 
Abraham be in us, Gen.24:2.3: that as he would nor take any thing of 
Melchifedech, {o we will :not be a ſhoo-lacher the richer by the de- 
vill.

Ad He anſwering of this Tempration, if ſome had had

for acuſhion roikneele on ; but have fallen down

him from going. The manner of fleſh and bloodis, incafes of pre-.

in their way, be it never ſo holy, downe it ſhall 'for, haſte, 'ro make 
the way neareſt.

Fehw makes no bones; nor is abaſh- 
ed at the ſight of heapes of dead mens. heads, of Kings ſonnes. thar 
he had cauſed to be ſlaine, bur addes more murthers.tothem,2 Kix. 
10.8, What's a baskerfull of heads to a Kingdome ?., And Herod 
ftacke not-to kill all the male-borne children in Bethlem, Matth.2.16.

Indeed -might 
the devill ſay, this Mountaine is very open ; but how fay ye will 
ye be content cloſely in a corner ro worſhip me? If ye wil weare 
my cogmſance on your forehead, yet ye may take my marke in your 
hand , then ſhutting yourhand, no body can perceive it.

6.22, Aman 
can never-be too reverent ro God : - we'thinke ir a great'diſerace.and 
debaſing'of our elves,” if we uſe any bodily worlhibts Gol.

ig the Arke into the Temple of Dagon, Dogon will fall downe and 
break his face, and ſhough i were lifred up againe,yer it fell down a- 
gaine,r Sam.5.3. The ſtories beare witneile,thar the gods of the He- 
ews would not come into Pantho.Semuel btde the people, if they were 
Come againe to the Lord with all their hearts, to put away their ſtrange 
as from among ft them, 1 Sam. 7, 4. It there were any other (be- 
de him ) rhat were able ro helpe up, we might have tome reaſon 
cd {Erve other : bur ſince itis he that muſt helpe. us in all neceſlities, 
we.muſt worſhip him alone: orherwile, when we pray to him, he 
may ſend us to the gods which we have choſen to ſerve, for our helpe, 
de.

No'man can ſerye two maſters, but he muſt lowe the one, and deſpiſe the 0- 
ther , n0 man can lowe God and Mammon.

Leſſed i the man ( ſaith Saint Femmes, Chap. 1. 12.) that endureth 

temptation : for when he is » he ſhall receive the Crowne of life. 
Chuiſt hath en the temptation, now followes the bleſſing. Ja- 
cob-wouldnot let the Angell depart ( with whom he ſtrove,) before 
be had bleſſed him, Ges, 32.26: Fob (after his afflitions) received 
his twofold blefling, Fob 42. the woman of Canaan firſt heareth her 
{cc accounted a dogge : but ar laſt ſhe heard, Fiat tibi. Paul was 
ficſt buffered by the pricke of the fleſh: and after heard, My grace © 
ſufficient far thee, So bere at laſt, when the devill ſaw it was bootlefſc 
to ſtay any langor, there was no good by him to be done, he lcaves 
gut Saviour ; but.yet he wentnot away willingly of himſelfe, bur 
was ſent away With an Avent. Which is a comfort to us to think we 
ſtand 
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ſtand not ar the devils courteſie, and that he ſhall nor attempt us ſo 
lang as he liſt, for God hath rhe devill in a chaine, Apoc. 20. 2. and 
will not  ſujer him to tempt #s above our ſtrength, 1 Cor. 10.13, For the 
rod of the wicked ſhall not reſt on the lot of therighteous, leſt therighteous 
put forth their hand to wickedneſſe,Þſal.125.3. To have the devill nor 
ra come 10s is a great favour, bur ro have him;come, and goe a- 
way conquered,is excceding mercy. For tribulation brings patience, 
and patience experience, and experience hope, and hope makes not aſha- 
med, Rom.5.4. As God ſaid of Fob, 2.3. Haſt thou marked my ſervant 
Fob, who keepeth ſtill bis integrity ? 


And behold, the Angels came, and miniſtred unto him. 


And as Luke ſaith,Chap.15.10. There # joy with the Angels in hea- 
wen, upon the conver yr, every ſmener. For we are made 4 ſpettacle wnto 
men and Angels, 1 /9vr pr Before God,are ſaid to ſtand, ten thouſand 
Angels, Dan.7.10. to miniſter before him. He hath a greater pre- 
heminence, but we are alſo herein partakers of the divine nature, 2 Pet. 
1.4. either becauſe we are fed by Angels,as Elias was, 1 King.19.5. 
or defended by them, or watched of them. Bur faith Zſay Chap. 18. 
18. He that beleeveth makes not haſte. Chriſt was not haſty, but ſtay- 
ed Gods good time : he would not make his owne b bur ſtay- 
ed rill the Angels miniſtred unto him. Then there appeared an Angellts 
comfort him, Luk. 22.43. This wiſdome muſt we learne by holding 
our tongue; Fob 33.33. otherwiſe one of theſe two extremes ſhall 
we come to: cither Extremum lutF us —_— occupat : or Extrema 
gaudii luttus occupat faith Bernard, Lnk.16.25. 

The world is like Fel, who meeres Siſera, Fudzg.4.19. and enter- 
raines him ar firſt very friendly, ſhee allures him to her, and gives 
him drinke, and layes him downe : but ſo ſoone as he was aſleepe, 
ſhe ſmires a naile into his remples : The world beginnes with __ 
and ends with a hammer. But our Saviours meaning is cleane con- 
trary. The world firſt uttereth good wine; and when men have well 
drunke, thenthat which is worſt, Foh.2.10. But Chriſt hath kept backe 
the good wine till now, Chap.2.9. Matthew faith, Chap. 13. v.14. The 
Sonnet of man ſhall ſend | his Angels, and they ſhali gather out of his 
Kinzdome, all things that + and them which doe iniquity : and ſhall 
caſt them into a furnace of fire, where ſhall be weeping and « e0hing of 
teeth - Then ſhall the Fuſt ſhine as the Sunne, in the Kingdame of their 
Faiher, Our Saviours mcthod is, to give bitter firſt,and ſweet after- 
ward Wherefore we are to wiſh, that here we may ſuffer afflii- 
on, that we may afret be Crowned by him:
